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It is supposed the first white man to visit this section was 
Nicholas Perrot, a Frenchman, who built a fort near Fronte- 
nace in 1688. In 1727 another expedition came from Montreal, 
and with it two Jesuit missionaries. Jonathan Carver came 
along in 1766, and was the first Englishman to arrive. In 
1805 Lieut. M. Pike came up on a tour of investigation, sent by 
the government, after france had ceded this Northwest coun- 
try to the United States. The first actual settler here was Jacob 
Boody, who came in the fall of 1853. His brother and Abner 
Dwelle came the next year. The next year a large number 
of people came, and they have been coming ever since. Sam- 
uel Doughty built the first substantial dwelling in 1855, and 
also the first blacksmith shop. The postoftice was also opened 
this year, with H. I. Williamson as postmaster. The town 
was platted the same year, and the first school opened with 
Rev. Silas Hazlett as teacher. In 1857 the Congregationalists 
erected the first church. The first town meeting was held 
and town ofticers elected in 1858, and the city was incorporat- 
ed in 1872. In the mention hereafter of individuals and en- 
terprises will appear a complete history down to this date. 

Lake City is now a city of over 3,000 inhabitants, strictly 
up-to-date and modern in every respect. There are several 
manufacturing industries, which are particularly mentioned 
hereafter. 

Lake City is chiefly noted for the beauty of its location 
and surroundings. It is situated in a wide valley which skirts 
Lake Pepin for the distance of a dozen miles, The fine line 
of bluffs at the back of this valley is here and there broken 
by coulies through which the city is reached by roads from 


the rich tributary farming section. Gilbert Creek, which con- 
tains numerous trout, empties into the lake at Rest Island, a 
short distance above the city, and a couple of miles further 
up Well’s Creek, also inhabited by trout, contributes to the 
great water course. Another trout brook reaches the lake a 
mile below the city, where the permanent camping grounds 
of the State militia are located. There are several trout 
streams on the Wisconsin side which are easily accessible 
from Lake City. 


Iiner views than those afforded by Lake Pepin and sur- 
roundings cannot be had in any part of this great country; 
and central among these gems of beauty is Lake City. Across 
the lake to the north is the legendary Maiden Rock, a precip- 
itous and towering bluff: and back of the valley, to the south, 
is Bridal Rock, which looms conspicuously in the line. of 
bluffs. It commands a magnificent view. To the west is 


-Sugar Loaf, a prominent elevation, which resembles what its 


name implies, with a large fragment broken from its side. 
The breasts of most of the bluffs on both sides of the lake 
present a verdurous aspect in summer and a gorgeous array 
of colors in autumn which much delight. all beholders who 
have any appreciation of natural beauty. The city lies sey- 
eral feet above the lake and commands a view of a long 
stretch of bluffs and shore on the Wisconsin side. 


The principal streets of Lake City are lined with hand- 
some shade trees, and there are numerous capacious resi- 
dences with spacious grounds attached. There are splendid 
driveways between the city and various points of interest. 
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Lake Pepin is not only a very beautiful sheet of water, 
but contains numerous game fish which afford exciting sport 
to the angler. These fish include the wall-eyed pike, sand 
pike, pickerel, black and white bass and croppies. Visitors 
can readily obtain the use of boats for sailing or fishing. 
Many fine fish are caught by trolling from the shore. The 
lake has a nice pebbly beach, and thereon lovely agates and 
other semi-precious stones can easily be found. Some fine 
pearls have been taken from tue mussels.of the lake. The 
lake view is diversified by pretty bays, here and there, be- 
tween projecting headlands. 


Lake City is so handsomely located that it commands the 
admiration of all visitors, many of whom express surprise that 
it has not become famous as a summer resort. From year to 
year it has been resorted to during the warm season by a 
small but increasing number, which would have been greater 
had it not been for the limited accommodations. There are 
now several first-class hostelries in the city—Hotel Lyon being 
the best. There are a few private residences where summer 
visitors to a limited number can obtain board and rooms. 
Much more extensive hotel facilities will perhaps be provided 
- jn the near future. 


Lake City is a place where nature affords pure air, excel- 
lent water and the most beautiful and inspiring scenery, such 
as the denizens of the large and dusty cities long to enjoy 
when the sumimer months approach. In the coming years the 
place is likely to attract an immense number of summer re- 
sorters. A plceasanter drive could not be had than from Lake 
City to Rest Island, thence to the Lakeside hotel in Frontenac 
by way of Villa Maria, the splendid new convent and academy 
of the Ursuline nuns, the largest and most finely located edu- 
cational institution in the Northwest. Most of this drive is 
along the lake with a good view of the Wisconsin side. 

Another delightful drive is from Lake City down along the 
lake to the camp grounds of the State militia, thence a mile 
further to the natural fountain owned by F. J. Schmauss. 
whence is constantly issuing a large volume of pure and 
sparkling water. In the vicinity of this spring there is an 
abundant growth of water cress. 


The camp grounds of the National Guard of Minnesota, 
comprising nearly two hundred acres, are within the limits of 
Lake City, and have been occupied by the State for several 
years. The land was donated to the State by the city and 
accepted by act of the legislature, a condition of the donation 
being that the State militia should annually encamp on the 
grounds for a period of thirty years. The annual encamp- 
ments thus far held there have had a duration of ten days for 
each of three regiments, one following the other, or thirty 
days in all each year. ‘The militiamen faithfully attend to 
routine, and their leisure hours are devoted to amusement in 
camp or enlivening the city. The fine military displays at 
Camp Lakeview attract a good many visitors. 


A moonlight excursion on Lake Pepin is. most delightful, 
and will always pleasantly dwell in the memories of those 
visitors who experience it. The soft silver light gives a splen- 
dor to the water and imparts a weird aspect to the towering 
bluffs which, at some points, are so near as to be reflected 
from the lovely bosom of the lake, and at other points ‘retreat 
until they vanish in the distance. 


Every year quite a number of parties from various por- 
tions of the country visit the shores of Lake Pepin for a few 
days of blessed enjoyment there in camping. Rest Island has 
been a common resort for campers for many years. But along 
the lake on both sides there are numerous attractive camping 
places. The pure air, communion with nature in her most 
beautiful aspect, and the delightful recreations of boating and 
fishing, give new mental and physical vigor to these campers. 


A good moral tone pervades Lake City. It has nearly a 
dozen churches, and its public schools rank high. Its society 
life is warm and harmonious. It is not only attractively situ- 
ated, but socially and sanitarily it is a good place for the sum- 
mer residence of families who dwell in the large towns. Busi- 
ness men from abroad can find enjoyment in even a brief visit 
to the “Gem City of the Lake,” if they do not take their busi- 
ness cares along. 

During the past three or four years there have been erect- 
ed a great many modern residences,the streets in the residence 
district are being boulevarded, and lawns and trees are kept

in fine condition. The people of Lake City are proud of their 
homes and city, and they have every reason to be so. There 
is probably not another city in the Northwest of its size which 


can boast the number of first-class residences. Nature has 
done much for this city in the way of fine scenery, pure and 
healthful atmosphere, and the citizens are now determined 
to do their share towards beautifying the city and making its 
advantages known so that others may enjoy them. 

Many things have contributed in the past few years to the 
growth and increasing beauty of the city, but nothing so much 
as the establishment under city ownership of a first-class 
water works system and complete electric lighting plant, 
which occurred under the mayoralty administration of Henry 
A. Young. The plant was established: and began operations 
in 1894. The light plant consists of one machine of 220 volt 
direct current system, and one 75-are machine. There are 
over 1,000 incandescent lamps and 54 ares now in operation. 
Power is furnished by a Ball & Wood compound engine. The 
plant was installed in 1895 at a cost of about $12,000, and is 
first-class and up-to-date in every way. The water plant was 
put in in 1893 at a cost of $30,000. There are four miles of 
mains and 49 fire hydrants, with direct pressure. Supply of 
water is taken from a mammoth well, and in emergencies 
from the lake, making the supply inexhaustible. The water 
is pumped by a Fairbanks duplex compound engine, with a 
capacity of 1,000,000 gallons. ‘wo very large boilers generate 
the steam for both plants. ‘he city is thoroughly lighted 
and well protected against fire. The power house, which is 
located on the lake shore, is a neat and substantial building. 
Both plants are nearly on a paying basis now. George E. 
Cornelius is superintendent, and Guy Coullard is engineer.

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RELIGIOUS ORGANIZATIONS. 


FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH.—The first meetings were 
held by this society and an organization perfected December 
18, 1857, and church edifice was erected in 1859. It is a neat 
frame structure located on Garden street, near Chestnut. The 
membership numbers 103; enrolled in Bible school, 80; B. Y. 
P. U., 51; Ladies’ Missionary Union, 15; W. I. C. Society, 11; 
Junior B. Y. P. U., 20; and there is a flourishing Ladies’ Aid 
Society. Services are held at usual hours. The pastor, Rev. 
Leonard lL. Mann, has been with this church a little more 
than two years. He was born in Winona county, Minn., 1n 
1866. He attended the State Normal school at St. Cloud two 
years, spent two years teaching in public schools, and gradu- 
ated from Pillsbury academy at Owatonna in 1893. Rey. 
Mann was licensed to preach by the First Baptist church of 
St. Cloud in 1892, and was ordained a minister September 
20, 1893, at Byron, Minn. He was pastor of the church there 
two and a half years prior to coming to Lake City in 1895. 


FIRST CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH.—This society has 
a fine property, located on Lyon avenue, at corner of Oak 
street, consisting of church, parsonage and nicely kept 
grounds. It was the first church organized in Lake City. 
then a place of about 300 inhabitants, the date being Au- 
gust 8, 1856. A church was built in 1857 which was destroy- 
ed by fire in 1879. The present beautiful structure was dedi- 
cated May 4, 1881. The chureh has a membership of 245; 
Sunday school, 165; Y. P. S. C. E., 102. Services are held 
regularly every Sunday at usual hours. Rev. HE. B. Chase, 
pastor, has been with this church during the past five years, 
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He was born in the state of New Hampshire; attended school 
at Exter, N. H., and Marietta College, in Ohio; graduated 
from Yale. Theological seminary in 1876. He entered the 
active work of the ministry at that time, much of his public 
life having been spent in Eastern Ohio. Afterwards he was 
pastor of the chureh at Lyons, Iowa, previous to coming to 
Lake City. 


FIRST M. HK. CHURCH.—There seems to have been quite 
a strong class of Methodists at Florence, three miles above 
Lake City, at least two or three years before any were to be 
found in Lake City. In August, 1857, Rev. Seth Tisdale, a 
local preacher, was in the habit of preaching in the school 
houses in Goodhue county, and in that month he met Dr. D. 
C. Estes, who had arrived in Lake City in August of that 
year. Late in the fall of 1857 a class of seven, including Dr. 
Estes and wife, was organized by Rey. C. Hobart, and preach- 
ing established in Skinner’s hall. The first Methodist Sunday 
school in the county was organized by Dr. Estes, beginning 
with four teachers and sixteen scholars. Rey. T. Quigley held 
the first quarterly conference in the fall of the year 1857. In 
1857 the Rev. T. Gurly was. pastor, and in 1860 Rev. E. R. 
‘Lathrop became the first resident pastor. or fifteen years Dr. 
Estes was Sunday School Superintendent, and under his care 
the school prospered. During this time Mr. H. K. Terrell, al- 
though not a member of the church, was one of the most lib- 
eral supporters of the church, and with his good wife did 
much to promote its interests. About this time the class at 
Florence became incorporated with the Lake City society, and 
some of its earlier members, including Mr. Edwin Wrigley, are 
still with the Lake City church and have contributed very ma- 
terially to its prosperity. In 1864 the basement of the present 
structure was begun, and in 1876 it was completed, the total 
cost being about $14,000. 

About five years ago the society purchased their present 
parsonage, which, with the improvements has cost them about 
$2,000. The membership is about 165, and the membership of 
the Sunday school about 185. Owing to the kindness of the 
late Mrs. Wrigley and the arrangements made by Mr. Edwin 
Wrigley, the church will soon be in possession of an endow- 


ment fund of considerable extent, the interest of which will 
be annually used for the payment of the minister’s salary. 
Rev. John Watson, the present pastor, has served the church 
almost five years, during which time the society has made 
marked advancement on all lines. His birthplace was Rams- 
gill, Yorkshire, England, the birthplace of Lord Lytton’s im- 
mortal character, “Eugene Aram.” 

Mr. Watson was born September 27, 1852. He received 
his early education under the tuition of Prof. James Clark, M. 
A., head master of the “Burnt Yates Government Grammar 
School,’’ founded in 1760 by Rear Admiral Long of the Brit- 
ish navy. He came to Minnesota in 1880, spending two years 
in the study of theology and kindred sciences. He again vis- 
ited England, where he married and returned to Minnesota. 
In October, 1883, he entered the Minnesota conference of the 
M. E. chureh, and was ordained elder in October, 1888, during 
the session of the conference at Winona, Minnesota. Mr. 
Watson has remained in the active work of the ministry since 
his first admission, with the exception of one year, during 
which time he suffered severely from typhoid fever and its 
results. Mr. Watson is in the fifth year of his pastorate of 
the chureh at Lake City, and, according to the polity of the 
chureh, cannot stay longer than next October, when he will 
remove to another parish. 


GERMAN M. EB. CONGREGATION of Lake City circuit 
of the German M. E. church, comprises the congregation in 
the city and three congregations in the surounding country, 
representing 2a total membership of about 170. Services in 
the city are held in the First M. E. church once in two weeks 
on Sunday afternoon. The other congregations are in West 
Albany township, Zumbro Falls and Belvidere, Goodhue coun- 
ty. Rev. H. KE. Young, pastor, has been in charge of this cir- 
cuit about three years. He was educated at Central Wes- 
leyan College at Warrenton, Mo., and entered the ministry 
about twenty years ago. He is a trustee of the German M. 
BH. college at St. Paul Park; was for several years superinten- 
dent of city mission work in St. Paul, and had charge of publi- 
eations for the Northwestern Religious Publishing company, 
of St. Paul. 
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ADVENTIST CHURCH is located on 
High street, near Adams. The society was organized about 
twenty years ago, and has about 35 members. The church 
was built in 1893. Services are held regularly every Satur- 
day at 11 a. m., Sunday school preceding. Prayer and mis- 
sionary meetings on Wednesday evenings. The church has 
no regular pastor at present. 

ST. JOHN’S EVANGELICAL LUTHHRAN CONGRHGA- 
TION was organized here in March, 1888, parsonage was built 
in 1892, and the church was dedicated in July, 1898. The 
congregation numbers about 50 members, and there is a flour- 
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ishing Sunday school of about the same number. Regular 
services are held three Sundays of the month. Rev. Wm. 


Haar, pastor, has been here a little more than seven years. 
He was born in Germany, where he commenced the study for 
the ministry. He came to America eleven years ago, attend- 
ed the theological seminary at New Uhn, Minn., and graduated 
in April, 1888. He served a-congregation in the town of 
Dexter, Mower county, two years before coming here. In 
connection with this work, he has a congregation in West 
Albany township, and one in West Florence, Goodhue county. 


ST. MARK’S EPISCOPAL CHURCH dates its organiza- 
tion from the year 1861. In 1865 the corner stone of the 
chureh was laid and the structure was completed and dedi- 
cated in 1867. The chureh property, consisting of the church, 
guild hall and parsonage, is pleasantly located on Oak street, 
just off from Lyon avenue. Regular services are held at 
usual hours, the attendance averaging 99 at morning and 76 
at evening during the past year. The Sunday school has an 
enrolment of 120, the church 187 communicants; flourishing 
Ladies’ and Young People’s Guilds, and a choir that ranks 
among the best. Rev. C. H. Plummer, rector, was born in 
Londonderry, N. H., the home of Horace Greeley. He at- 
tended Bishop Seabury Mission at Faribault, Minn., graduat- 
ing in 1864; graduated from the Divinity school and was or- 
dained a minister in 1867. After two years spent in teaching 
at Shattuck school, and three more spent in Minneapolis, he 
came to Lake City in the fall of 1872, remaining with the 
ebureh ten and a half years. He went to Branford, Conn., 
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spent some time in the South, and was rector of Christ church 


at Red Wing four years. Then spent two years abroad, and 
two and a half years with the church at St. Cloud, whence 
he was called again to Lake City, May 1, 1894. 


ST. MARY’S ON THE LAKE.—Fronting Lyon avenue 
stands St. Mary’s Roman Catholic church, a large and mag- 
nificent brick structure trimmed neatly with stone. The ex- 
cavations of the foundation were commenced in April of 1877, 
under the able supervision of Rev. F. A. Quinn, through whose 
efforts, tact and zeal an intelligent and devoted congregation 
found themselves on the 25th of December, 1877, comfortably 
ensconced in this marvel of architectural beauty, the “‘pride of 
Lake City.” 

The original cost of this stately structure, with the val- 
uable block on the corner of, which it lifts its proud and lofty 
head, together with other valuable improvements, was about 
$35,000. These will seem extraordinary figures to those who 
never had the happiness of visiting Lake City and see rising 
in the distance this great and stately edifice with its tower 
150 feet high. To us who saw it these figures seem very 
small, and we say without fear of contradiction that few 
churches in the Northwest have been so carefully, cheaply 
and satisfactorily constructed as was “St. Mary’s on the 
Lake.” 

The interior frescoed and finished off with the then modern 
fashions bears the marks of time, though the wood work, 
pews and beautifully stained glass windows have withstood 
it. In the near future three new altars will be erected in the 
chureh. Even in its present state, the Catholics of Lake City 
justly feel proud of their place of worship. The congregation 
is somewhere about 600 souls, and on Sundays is well repre- 
sented at botl: masses. Protestant and Catholics alike vie in 
worshipping and doing honor to their God within its walls. 
The Rey. Fathers Quinn, O’Reilly, Riordan, Stack, Timothy 
Healy and Condon ministered to the Lake City congregation 
in the order of names given. The present pastor is Rev. M. 
Cary, who regrets much that he cannot furnish us with more 
minute details. The Rev. Timothy Healy, whose sudden 
death two years ago, after having watched with care the 
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temporal and spiritual interests of the Lake City congrega- 
tion, and gained the good will of the people of other denomi- 
nations than his own, seems to have been ‘the favorite priest” 
of Lake City, and very soon it is hoped a memorial, the out- 
come of good fellowship, devotion and gratitude, will be 
placed in the ¢hurch to his memory. 


SWEDISH BAPTIST CHURCH is located at the corner 
of Prairie and Walnut streets. The congregation numbers 
about sixty members, and was organized in 1873. Services 
are held every Sunday. The Sunday school averages about 
sixty, and there are a young people’s and two flourishing sew- 
ing societies. Rev. P. Berggren, pastor, has been here since 
1893. He was born in Sweden in December, 1862; came to 
America in 1885, graduated from the Baptist Union Theologi- 
cal seminary at Morgan Park, Ill., in 1889. He was pastor 
of Swedish Baptist churches at South Chicago, Ill., and Nor- 
way, Mich., previous to coming to this city. He publishes 
the “Pilgrim’s Bladet,’”’ monthly, in the interest of local church 
work, and is author of two books on church matters, besides 
being the inventor of a new magazine camera, for which he 
has a silver medal. 


SWEDISH EVANGELICAL LUTHERAN CHURCH was 
organized in 1869. and the church edifice, located at the corner 
of Doughty and Sixth streets, was built in 1872. The con- 
gregation numbers 284, with 175 communing members; Sun- 
day school, 70; parochial school, two months during summer. 
has about 30 scholars. Regular services are held every Sun- 
day. Rev. 8S. G. Swenson, pastor, has been here about two 
years. He was born in Sweden in 1859; came to America 
when sixteen years of age. He graduated from Theological 
seminary in 1886, entering the ministry same year, and has 
been pastor at Hallock, Moorhead and Crookston, Minn., pre- 
vious to coming to Lake City. During his residence at Crook- 
ston he served as county superintendent of schools, and later 
was principal in the Normal school at Moorhead. 

SWEDISH SALEM CONGRHGATIONAL CHURCH was 
organized in May, 1885, and the church was erected the same 
year. It is located on Seventh, near Doughty street. The 
congregation numbers 175; Sunday school has 40 members, 
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besides which are two ladies’ societies and a Young People’s 
organization. Rev. Emil A. Anderson, the pastor, has been 
a resident of America nine years. He is a graduate of Chi- 
cago Theological Seminary, class of ’95, and had charge of a 
congregation at Winona, Minn., two years prior to coming to 
Lake City in May, 1897.

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PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


‘There is no better or surer standard by which the intelli- 
gence and public spiritedness of a community may be esti- 
mated than the interest in and loyal support accorded to its 
public educational system. In this respect Lake City has 
attained an enviable reputation, and it is safe to say no city 
of its size offers superior advantages or a more comprehensive 
curriculum to the youth of today. It has been the constant 
aim of the board of education during the years that have 
passed that every effort made, every expense incurred, should 
be conducive to the one end—excellence—and the high rank 
the schools have gained is a fitting assurance that the efforts 
have been rightly directed. 

The system embraces eight grades and a four years’ high 
school course. The studies for the eight grades are outlined 
in the State Board Manual. In 1866 the high school carried 
the pupil no further than do the grades at present. The 
board adopted Latin, geometry and higher mathematics in 
1868, as a beginning of the present high school courses. Three 
courses are now offered the student in the high school, divid- 
ed into classical, scientific and literary. Besides these the 
board have in contemplation the adoption of a purely English 
course in the near future. <A diploma from the high school 
admits the holder to the State University in any of its courses. 

There are two ward schools and the high school building, 
all brick structures, the high school being an especially fine, 
modern building. It was erected in 1894, at a total cost of

- There is no place in the Northwest the equal of Frontenac 
as a place for rest and recreation. Far enough removed from 
the cities to be free from crowding, it is yet near enough for 
a summer outing place. <A description recently published is 
so true that we reproduce a portion of it: ‘In the heavy 
summer days, when the air of the city is thick and the sun 
burns with a deadening glare on the buildings and the pave- 
ments, I'rontenac is at its best by contrast only. If you come 
footsore and weary from traveling the city ways of work and 
ugliness and find here the healing touch of Mother Nature, 
you will forever love it as the place where it is enough ‘not 
to be doing, but to be.’ There is not a note of garish summer 
civilization te mar the harmony of its peace and pristine 
beauty. In August, the time beloved by the summer visitor, 
the splendid scenery of the lake and sky unrolls itself, as well 
as at other times; but then the sun has seared the trees and 
hills with a long. hot kiss, and the dust has dimmed their 
livery of green. This is the conventional time, but, in truth, 
there are many others. One for every hour in the day at this 
time of the year, when the maple tops are as splashes of rose, 
and the willows a feathery green; when the oak—sullen, old, 
conservative—slowly drops its rustling leaves for delicate tuft- 
ings of green and crimson; when. the birch, the lady tree, 
blushes dark red from the tip of her branches to her shining 
white trunk, with the joy of spring; when the poplar is 
an amber glory; when the lake creeps up in _ pools 
and shallows and laves the feet of the old trees; when

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the creek pours itself over in its rush to meet the lake, and 
together they form mirrors for the swinging wild grape and 
the luce-like branches overhead, mirrors of light in the morn- 
ing and of shadows in the evening; when the lanes are deep 
and soft with mosses as halls; when every old stump proves 
the value of fine attire, as it grows beautiful with lichens and 
a back-ground of crumbling brown wood; when the kiss of 
the sunlight woos dainty blooms from out the bud; when the 
red-circled woodpecker calls to his mate and shows the gleam 
of gold in his wing as he flies to and fro; when the social 
robin’s call rings overhead and the meadow lark’s sweet, pierc- 
ing note comes from somewhere in the air; when the trees 
yield to the touch of the south, wind in a melody that thrills 
us with a joy almost too much for life; when the only sleep- 
ing thing in the landscape is the white hotel on the point, with 
its green blinds tightly closed. But this is the time that be- 
longs to the General and the students at Villa Maria academy 
Who is the General? Gen. Israel Garrard, the man who 
marked a charmed circle around Frontenac and saved this 
bit of the forest primeval for the joy of our barren days. 


“The General lives on the terrace above the lake front in 
St. Hubert’s cottage, which was first: built by him as a hunt- 
ing lodge. A stag’s head, with a cross between the antlers, 
is the arms of the cottage—after St. Hubert, the patron of 
hunters. * * The first time you reach the top of the ter- 
race, almost in front of the cottage, you are likely to be nearly 
dizzy with a sense of looking at the world upside down, as 
though you had tumbled into space. The sky seems to be be- 
low you, in a’framing of blue hills. That is, if the spring 
winds are at a.lull, and Lake Pepin is as still and as blue as 
the sky, save for a variant line towards the center. St. Hu- 
bert’s cottage is white and long, with plenty of porch, after the 
southern manner. Here is the home of the man who has been 
the guardian genius of Frontenac. * * * But whether you 
come now or later, or only when fhe lake and. sky have grown 
tired of being so blue, and have veiled in the haze of Indian 
summer, and the hills glow and flame in colors, the more loud 
pecause they are the last; or even in the stillness of winter. 
when the white earth gives back the pale white sunlight and 
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the blue moonlight and the hills are as blue as a Norwegian 
painter could dream them, you will find:there is but one Fron- 
tenac, and that it has all seasons for its own.” 

Frontenac is situated at the north end of the plain which 
is two miles wide and ten miles long, and rises from the sandy 
beach of the lake by successive terraces to the foot of the en- 


circling bluffs. Lake City occupies the southern portion of 


this plain, and the drive along the shore between these places 


is ful] of picturesque beauty. Across the lake is the precip- 
itous bluff known as Maiden Rock. | In the rear of the plain 
is the pointed cliff called the Sugar Loaf. The great bluff 
that comes to the lake at Frontenac bears the name of Point 
No Point, from the fact thaf its curved line for four miles pre- 


-sents a continually receding point to the pilots of the steam- 


boats, and has received its name from them. The Lakeside 
Hotel and the cottages erected by Gen. Garrard furnish ample 
and agreeable accommodations for all who come to Frontenac.

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VILLA MARIA ACADEMY. 


Beautiful Villa Maria!—comes involuntarily to one’s lips 
as one catches the first glimpse of the lovely scene of which 
the accompanying pictures give a hint. On a plateau with 
easy slopes, in broad wild-woods with grassy openings and 
traversed by pretty brooks, overlooking Lake Pepin, a mile 
away from the Milwaukee depot at Frontenac, a mile away 
from every other habitation, is located the largest Catholic 
home school for girls in the State, named Villa Maria. The 
main building is 400 feet long, by 90 feet wide, and !.as four 
main stories, a basement, an attic, and a very tall observatory 
from the top floor of which one can see miles away up and 
down the lake, and thirty or more miles away in other direc- 
tions. The grounds of the institution comprise 121 acres, af- 
fording an. expansive playground on which the pupils may 
frolic on grass-plats, or wander along brooks, or among trees 
struggling with tangles here and there, to their heart’s con- 
tent, without fear of intrusion from the outside world.

Villa Maria is conducted by the Ursuline Nuns, and was 
founded in 1891, being the outgrowth of Our Lady of the 
Lake, a school for girls established in Lake City in 1877. 
When Villa Maria was opened, the institution at Lake City 
was changed to a boarding school for little boys and called 
Nazareth. There is a cheerful cordiality about the nuns that 
make one feel that a girl’s student life at this place must be a 
most happy one. 

The rooms of the main building are all of large dimensions, 
with very high ceilings, and every part of the building is 
cheerful with daylight. Every one of the main floors is 
equipped with all modern conveniences and comforts. The 
musie department is equipped with a multitude of pianos and 
musical instruments of every description, of first-class make. 
The art department is very elaborate and contains a large 
display of rare work of students. In short, the school is 
equipped in first-class order with every department known 
to institutions of the kind. The pupils are not only given a 
thorough instruction in an ample course of book studies, but 
are carefully trained in etiquette, household duties, such as 
cooking, sewing, and mending, and in all that goes to make an 
accomplished and useful lady. 

It is patronized by Catholics and non-Catholies alike, for 
while all the pupils are required to attend the religious exer- 
cises for the sake of discipline and good order, no interference 
with religious views is allowed. It is a safe place for girls, 
for there, all by themselves, they may recreate in sunlight and 
fresh air in a charming fastness of nature, with grand views 
at every hand, satisfying the desire for social pleasures in a 
way that invigorates the mind and body and makes study 
seem a pleasure. <A printing office is maintained in the build- 
ing and operated by one of the sisters. She publishes a 
paper called the Marie. 

To keep pace with progress in all educational departments; 
to form the hearts of young girls to virtue, obedience to par- 
ents, and industry through life, by careful training is the 
elective labor of the Ursuline Nun, and her undivided work, 
in ler only mission—the education of youth. Health and good 
manners are specially attended to, and instruction given 
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_expedition from Montreal 1M L720 
‘first church ever erected in Minnesota, and the Iathers called 


pupils in all knowledge necessary for young girls to make 
them a pride and joy at home, and useful members of society 
abroad. 


The very spot upon which Villa Maria now stands is his- 


toric ground. Not many years ago two cannon balls were 
found here recalling the history of the last French post in the 
upper Mississippi valley. Here was the scene of many con- 
flicts between the I'rench and the Indians; here also stood 
Fort Beauharnois, so-called in compliment to Charles de Beau- 
harnois, then governor of Canada. Two Jesuit Fathers, 
Guignas and De Goner, accompanied to this place the French 
Here they built the very 


their mission that of St. Michael the Archangel. The chapel 
of St. Michael was the mustard seed, the present splendid 
home of learning is the mighty tree. 


Many golden years ago General Garrard made his home at 
Frontenac and secured a vast tract of land, including that 
on which Villa Maria now stands. The General is a chival- 
rous gentleman of the old school. Though a brave soldier 
in his youth, he is also a philosopher and seeks pleasure in 
solitude and books. He loves the beautiful and the good in 
nature, for he knows that both are reflections caught from the 
beauty and the goodness of the divinity. He admires culture 
and Christianity regardless of the religious denomination in 
which he finds them. He saw the good that the Ursuline sis- 
ters were doing in their small house in Lake City, and he re- 
solved that as far as he was concerned they should have an 
opportunity of building up a great home of learning. With 
this object in view General Garrard made a present to the 
sisters of 110 acres of land where the new convent now stands. 
Whatever may, in the course of time, happen to his beloved 
Frontenac, Gen. Garrard has set aside at least one spot which 
will be forever dedicated to beauty and art and goodness. In 
the southwest corner of the foundation of their beautiful 
building the nuns will show you a stone bearing the inscrip- 
tion: 


“Israel Garrard, nobis Benefacienti Gratulantes, Soe. Urs 
Ielice.”’

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NAZARETH SCHOOL FOR BOYS. 


This is an important factor among educational interests 
of the city. The school is located in the center of a beautiful 
square on Prairie street, and was originally a seminary for 
young ladies, until the completion of Villa Maria Academy, 
when this was changed into an institution for boys between 
the ages of two and twelve years. It is conducted by the 
Ursuline Nuns, with Mother Liguori, who founded the school, 
as sister superior. No effort is spared to hake the boys happy 
and good; to cultivate their hearts as well as their minds, and 
as far as age permits, to make them thorough students. 

Besides English branches suited to boys of this age, music 
and the languages are taught if desired. The school is open 
to Protestants as well as Catholics, and pupils will be re- 
ceived at any time. Little boys find in Nazareth school a 
pleasant home, kind and motherly care and attention, and 
spacious pleasure grounds to enjoy as only boys can. 
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REST ISLAND. 


The lover of nature in all her beauties, the traveler, seek- 
ing pleasure, health or recreation, the busy man to whom 
a few days breathing spell is a luxury, the artist, the poet, any 
and all may travel from ocean to ocean, without finding more 
to admire, more invigorating atmosphere, more _ inspiring 
scenes and themes within the same compass than are pre- 
sented among the hills and valleys along the shore of Lake 
Pepin. Few places abound in so varied natural attractions as 
present themselves at Rest Island. It is a beautiful tract of 
nearly 160 acres, on a plateau about forty feet above the 
water, covered with a fine growth of natural timber. It is 
about one mile north of Lake City, and is an island in name 
rather than fact, being a promontory extending out from the 
mainland, and separated by a beautiful creek crossed by rustic 
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bridges. Two points extend nearly a half mile from the 
island into the lake, one from the north and one from the 
south end, forming a beautiful bay, and affording a sandy 
beach and shore line of nearly two and a half miles. The 
Mississippi river, flowing through Lake Pepin, keeping the 
waters always pure, adds freshness to the breezes and makes 
the island unsurpassed as a healthful resort. 


The drives abound in beauties to the nature lover. To the 


‘north one finds the famous Frontenac bluffs, where the lake

Maiden Rock and the like. Steamers and excursion boats 
touching the island afford inviting pleasure trips and nu- 
merous sail and row boats are always available. Fishing 
is good and plenty of bait and tackle can be had at any time. 
Excellent croquet and tennis courts are always at the disposal 
of guests. ; ; 

Hotel Russell is a new, modern. structure, charming in its 
plan and outline, three stories high, with broad verandas and 
a rarely attractive dining’: room. It is new in all its ap- 
pointments, thereby offering comfort and convenience. AS 
the hotel is furnished with a steam-heating plant it can be 
kept open later than the regular season, even until the middle 
or close of October, if so desired. 

A day can be delightfully spent here by churches or so- 
cieties having excursions to arrange, either by boat or by rail. 
The extensive grounds offer a most inviting place for out-of- 
door lunches, the hotel serving dinner for the accommodation 
of guests who desire it. 

Rest Island, being on the River Division of the Chicago. 
Milwaukee & St. Paul railway, is conveniently accessible from 
all points. From the north, St. Paul, fifty-seven miles, time, 
one hour and forty-five minutes; Minneapolis, sixty-eight 
miles, two hours and a quarter. From the south, Winona, 
forty-six miles, one hour and thirteen minutes; La Crosse,

seventy-two miles, two hours and ten minutes. The Diamond 
Jo line of steamers, in their regular trips from St. Louis to 
St. Paul, pass the island, and the excursion boats from St. 
Paul, Winona and other river towns find here a delightful 
excursion point, where guests will find every facility for their 
entertainment. It is an ideal spot for summer homes. A por- 
tion of the island has been platted, and much time and money 
have been expended with a view of making a most attractive 
and charming retreat, which will afford to residents in the 
cities a means of obtaining the advantages of a few weeks’ or 
mouths’ sojourn in a pleasant summer “home at an. expense 
within reach of people of moderate means. 

Concerning the beauties and attractiveness of Rest Island, 
Prof. Robt. Koehler, says: ‘For the true lover of nature, it 
would be difficult to find a greater variety of charms within 
such comparatively narrow limits as these hundred and sixty 
acres of wood and meadow land can boast of. Its varied 
beauties appeal to every taste and every mood. * * * On 
one side the wide exposure of water up and down the lake, 
suggestive of distant lands and people; the green meadow on 
the other with its magnificent old elm and oak trees that re- 
mind one of the historic country-seats of England; the wild 
tangle of our own primeval forests; the quiet and cool re- 
treats under the green dome-like structure of tall vine- 
trimmed trees; here the sandy beach; there the rocky shore.

Whipple, of the Winona Herald, says: “Our own people go to 
the east and to the west, and some seek foreign lands, to feast 
the eye and soul upon charming landscapes and rugged scen- 
ery of God’s handiwork, while they have little knowledge of 
the beauty, grandeur and sublimity’so near their own local 
habitations.” ; 

For .a number of years Rest Island has been owned by 
Miss Htta. Thompson. of 2012 Chicago avenue, Minneapolis, a 
lady of business ability. tact and enterprise, graduate of the 
State University and principal of one of the Minneapolis 
schools. 

To her zealous and persevering efforts the spreading of the 
fame and woudrous beauties of this enchanting locality may 
largely be attributed, in so much that a new era in the his- 
tory of Rest Island is just dawning. 

During the latter part of June of this year and since this 
souvenir was put into type, arrangements were partially per- 
fected, the culmination of which will prove of incalculable 
value to Rest Island, Lake City and this entire section of 
the Northwest. A movement for the purchase of the island 
by the Methodist Episcopal conference of Minnesota and Wis- 
consin has been pending for some time, which received a de- 
ciding impetus through the summer assembly and literary in- 
stitute held at tne island the latter part of June. Arrange-

ments are being perfected for the organization of a com- 
pany to control and manage the island in behalf of the con- 
ference. Miss Thompson, however, will retain an interest in 
the island and continue the management of the Hotel Russet.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Several times during its history, Lake City has been vis- 
ited by serious conflagrations, the most memorable and de- 
structive of which occurred on the night of April 22, 1882, 
when almost the entire business portion of the city was swept 
away. At all such times the men who have been members 
of the fire department have worked heroically and untiringly, 
and have saved thousands of dollars’ worth of property to 
individuals and the city. The valiant work of a fire depart- 
ment was never commended too highly, and no city ever yet 
conferred too great honor upon, or gave too substantial 
recognition to the men whose services are given for the pro- 
tection of life and property. Lake City has an excellent 
volunteer department, comprising about fifty-five members, 
made up of the younger blood and sinew of the place. The 
apparatus consists of three hose carts, a hook and ladder 
wagon, and about 2300 feet of serviceable hose. The steam 
engine formerly used has been dispensed with since the water 
works system was put in a few years ago. The excellent 


pressure thus furnished and numerous fire hydrants placed 
at convenient points enable the department to get water to a 
fire in almost any part of the city.

In the orchestra here mentioned, however, is found an 
exception to that rule, and though a critical public is some- 
times slow in recognizing the merits of the talent in its own 
midst, the past two years have brought an attestation of the 
esteem in which this organization is held by the people of 
Lake City and vicinity that is both gratifying and remunera- 
tive. Hofmann’s Orchestra, a picture of which appears 
on another page, was organized in 1893, and has been under 
the personal direction and management of Fred Hofmann 
since that time. It is composed of musicians that are all 
capable of solo work, and will compare favorably with any 
orchestra of equal numbers anywhere. ‘They furnish music

for select parties, balls, receptions, weddings, and the like, 
and have always given excellent satisfaction. Until within 
the past two years it was considered necessary to import mu- 
sicians for special events, but of late Hofmann’s Orchestra 
has had a monopoly of all such work. Nor are their services 
confined to Lake City. They are constantly in demand, and 
have earned a favorable reputation in this portion of the 
state and in Wisconsin: They are careful to keep abreast of 
the times with all the new and popular music, and their reper- 
tory embraces the best. ‘Their terms are always reasonable; 
any number of pieces can be furnished, and. correspondence is 
invited. 
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THE LAKE CITY DRUM CORPS 


is a musical organization of recent formation, which bids fair 
to become a permanent and prominent institution. Their 
history dates from May of the present year, and they fur- 
nished music at Memorial day exercises, and acquitted them- 
selves creditably at the G. A. R. reunion held at Wabasha 
during June.

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THE JEWELL NURSERY. 


While writing up this book we enjoyed a drive through the 
grounds of The Jewell Nursery Co. and were greatly surprised 
to see the many improvemeuts and the growing evidence of 
general prosperity that greet one on every side. Their grounds 
consist of about twelve hundred acres of the choicest land in 
this valley and it is kept under the most perfect cultivation. 

The nursery was established by Dr. P. A. Jewell in 1868. 
Mr. J. M. Underwood, who is now president of the company, 
was then employed as foreman. The business was started with 
only ten acres of land, but the ten years of management by 
Dr. Jewell brought great credit to the nursery and rapid 
progress was made in developing those varieties best suited 


to this climate. On his death, the business passed into the 
hands of Mr. Underwood and in 1884 it had so greatly in- 
creased that it was deemed best to form a joint stock company 
and incorporate under the laws of the State of Minnesota. 

In the first year of their history, it required but one horse 
and two men to, do their work, whereas they now employ 
about thirty head of horses, and their annual pay roll will 
aggregate over $25,000, which is distributed among 150 differ- 


ent employes during the year. 


_ Their business has grown from the start, and, although 
they have passed through severe experiences and have had to 
contend with very many serious obstacles, yet they are now 
strong and vigorous and theirs is recognized as the foremost 
nursery in the Northwest. Hundreds of acres are now de- 
voted to the raising of all classes of nursery stock and the 
most careful attention is given to experimenting with new and 
untried sorts until they are demonstrated to be worthy of 
general cultivation, when they are put upon the market, and 
such varieties as are found too tender for this climate or lack- 
ing in quality are consigned to the brush heap. 

Immediately after crossing the railroad, we came upon 
the nursery grounds, which extend fully a mile from the 
crossing. Two hundred and eighty acres are devoted to the 
propagation of various kinds of nursery stock. On the left 
hand is a tract of forty-five acres on which is grown millions 
of seedlings for timber claims and wind breaks. The principal 
varieties grown are the Green Ash, Box Hider, Silver or Soft 
Maple, White Elm, Catalpa, Russian Mulberry, and Black 
Walnut. Here are also large blocks of outdoor roses, Pae- 
onias, Astilbas, Spireas, Syringas, Lilacs, Snowballs, Honey- 
suckles, and an endless variety of ornamental and fruit plants. 
At the right is a large planting of Asparagus, shade and orna- 
mental trees, Raspberries, Blackberries, and Grape vines. 
Just below the hill is a vineyard of six hundred vines, which 
are loaded with delicious fruit every season and supply a 
large number of “cuttings” for planting. There are no less 
than twelve distinct varieties of grapes comprising a selec- 
tion of the best and hardiest kinds adapted to this climate. 

Climbing the hill, we behold the elegant residence of Hon. 
J. M. Underwood, president of The Jewell Nursery Co., sur- 
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rounded with beautiful evergreens and shade trees, trailing 
vines, and blooming flowers. Here are some of the most 
beautiful ornamental and weeping trees to be found in the 
state, and one of the finest groves of Sugar Maples and White 
Elms in the Northwest. Passing on we have a large apple 
orchard on our left, a vineyard of one thousand vines, and 
twenty acres of raspberries, blackberries, and strawberries, 
while on the right are endless numbers of evergreens, orna- 
mental and flowering shrubs, fruit and shade trees. In the 
center of the tract.-known as “The Old Fair Ground” we find 
a large barn devoted to the care of the animals used in the 
nursery work. Here are all the comforts and conveniences 
of a modern stable. Water, feed, hay, wind mill, feed mill, 
and, in fact, everything necessary for the care of the animals 
and the convenience of their keepers. 


Farther west on the Gilbert Valley road we pass 25 acres 
of raspberries, strawberries, blackberries, and shade trees, 
while on the high bluff over our heads is a planting of 15 acres 
of apple trees. Passing through the beautiful valley drive to 
the Spring Farm, we are refreshed by the cooling draught 
from the spring-that gushes out at the base of the bluff, and 
then we note the well appointed farm buildings, consisting 
of two good houses and three barns. There are 280 acres in 
the farm, mostly devoted to raising hay and grain, and a large 
well watered pasture. On the high bluff back of the house 
is a young orchard of 2,000 trees, while a vineyard of 3,000 
vines graces the side hill. Here also is a beautiful block of 
15 acres planted to apple trees from which their eellars will 
be filled for spring sales, and south of town on the Mat Wise 
farm is their last spring planting of 15 acres of apples. 


Another interesting feature of their work is the way they 
dig their stock. A large steel blade, fully one-fourth of an inch 
thick and 18 inches wide, is bent so as to run under a row, of 
trees and cut the roots on the bottom and sides, leaving the 
trees stunding in the earth, but dug ehough so they can be 
pulled up by the hand, thus securing fine roots, smoothly cut 
and not mutilated. This blade is attached to two long wooden 
beams, to each of which three powerful horses are hitched. 
These trained animals move with ease and precision and are 
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very interesting to watch, as they willingly do what it would 
require 40 men to accomplish in the old way with a spade. 


Retracing our steps to the highway, we pass northward 
through fields covered with strawberry plants, currants, shade 
trees, apple trees, etc., and turning east again, we pass be- 
tween endless rows of evergreens, roses, and ornamental 
shrubs to the office where the immense business of this com- 
pany is transacted. 


Entering, we find a large and pleasant reception room into 
which open the several departments. On the right, we find 


~ the president, J. M. Underwood, who has charge of the farm- 


ing and Holsteins and who is superintendent of the nursery 
and propagating department. 


He has been engaged in this line of business for the past 
twenty-eight years, and is one of the most progressive of 
modern horticulturists, thoroughly posted in all the details 
of grafting, budding, pruning, and cultivation of all kinds of 
trees, shrubs, and plants usually found in a first-class nur- 
sery. He is one of the pioneers of horticulture in the state 
of Minnesota, having been an active member of the State Hor- 
ticultural Society for many years, and he now enjoys the 
honor of being president of said Society. 


On the left is the office of Mr. J. C. Doughty, secretary and 
treasurer of the company. Mr. Doughty has supervision of 
the sales department and general correspondence. His careful 
and prompt business principles enable him to contribute in a 
large degree to the success of the business. 

The rapid increase of their business has compelled them 
to rebuild and enlarge their office, and it is now a model of 
neatness and convenience, having a large fire-proof vault for 
the preservation of valuable papers, and is heated throughout 
with hot water. 

Adjoining the office are three elegant greenhouses, to be 
used in the propagation of roses, choice varieties of small 
fruits, ornamental shrubs, ete. 

For a number of years the company have been importing 
in bond large quantities of small ornamental plants, and new 
specialties from France and Scotland, but they have now de- 
termined to grow this class of goods here and save not only 
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THE JEWELL NURSERY COMPANY. 


the import duties, but the risk of frosts and the long ocean 
voyage, and thus give their customers strong, healthy stock 
fresh from its Mother Earth. 

To the northwest of the office is a well appointed billing 
house, 30x90 feet, and they have just completed a new one, 
50x125 feet. Each house is provided with water, moss, and 
packing material, and as soon as plants or trees are dug they 
are rushea into these houses and put in their proper bins, 
generously watered and protected from sun and wind, heat 
and cold, the four greatest enemies of plant life. They are 
put into orders and sent to the packing house, where they 
are carefully boxed or baled and sent to the depot. 

There are also three large storage cellars, one 30x140 feet, 
one 30x60 feet, and one 60x100 feet. These immense cellars 
are packed full of every kind and variety of plant and tree 
known to this climate and many others used in their southern 
trade. Acres of small fruits, consisting of Currants, Goose- 
berries, Raspberries, Blackberries, ete., with millions of forest 
tree seedlings are dug and stored away. One becomes dizzy 
in contemplating the almost countless numbers of small fruits. 
100 North Star Currants heading the list. 

These cellars are kept at a uniform temperature, as near 
to the freezing point as safety will permit, thus preserving 
the plant in a dormant state until they are ready to be set out. 

These are a part only of the many improvements made and 
in the process of completion at the nursery. Very few of our 
citizens have any idea of the magnitude of this industry, and 
the following statement of their operations was a surprise to 
us. The table below will convey an idea of the immense 
amount of Jabor, financial and executive ability necessary to 
eonduct such a business. 

In the spring they planted as follows: 

312,225 apple, 150,000 raspberries, 
22,500 plum, 25,000 blackberries, 
50,000 evergreens, 50,000 gooseberries, 
25,000 shade trees, 50.000 strawberries, 
80,000 grape vines, 20,000 roses, 

300,000 currants, G6 bu. apple: seed, 
25,000 ornamental shrubs, 300 bu. tree seeds, 

25 bu. nuts, To bu. plum pits, 
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besides budding 25,000 cherry, 10,000 plum, and several thous- 
and roses. Their sales are principally in Minnesota, North 
and South Dakota, Nebraska, Iowa, Illinois, Wisconsin, Michi- 
gan, and Montana. They send goods into almost all parts 
ot the northwestern and middle states. They now have 
sales aggregating about five thousand dollars for delivery 
in Texas and the Indian Territory. In their correspondence 
the past vear they have paid out $1,250 for postage. Their 


“pay roll for October covers a list of 152 names, averaging 


about $175 per day. 

Very close attention is given to every order and the utmost 
pains taken to fill all orders, large and small, with live, 
healthy stock. Their shipping facilities have been much im- 
proved. The C. M. & St. P. Ry. have recently built them a 


‘large platform with a derrick for their exclusive use in loading 


and shipping their stock. They also have the use of the 
tracks and platforms in the depot yards to accommodate their 
immense shipments. In eighteen days 14,450 orders were 
loaded and shipped, 45 cars, besides sending out hundreds 
of boxes by local freight and express. 

This industry gives employment to a large number of our 
citizens and puts thousands of, dollars in circulation here that 
benefits the whole community. - The members of this firm are 
among the most active and progressive of our business men. 
Their credit and business reputation is excellent, and they 
richly deserve the prosperity they are enjoying. 

Joseph M. Underwood was porn Nov. 10, 1844, at Pal- 
myra, Wayne Co., N. Y. In 1854, with his parents he removed 
to Morris, Ill.. and settled on a farm, receiving his educa- 
tion at the country schools and finishing with a high school 
course at Ann Arbor, Mich. At an early age he developed a 
great liking for horticulture, and indulged his fancy to some 
extent upon his father’s farm. In 1868 he came to Lake City 
as superintendent of Dr. P. A. Jewell’s nursery. Upon Dr. 
Jewell’s death in 1878, he acquired the property, and in 1884 
he organized and incorporated the Jewell Nursery company. 
In religion Mr. Underwood is a liberal Christian; in politics a 
republican with prohibition tendencies. He is a man of quick 
perception and great executive ability. He has done much 
for the fruit interests of the state, and has been honored by 
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being elected president of the State Horticultural society five 
times in succession, one term as treasurer, and served twelve 
years on the executive board. He is secretary and superin- 
tendent of the Lakewood Cemetery association, a member and 
ofticer of the Masonic bodies, also connected with several other 
Societies. He has been mayor one term and alderman two 
terms. He is always active in support of anything that will 
benefit Lake City. May 4, 1871, he was united in marriage 
to Miss Anna B. Sargeant. Three sons have been born to 
them, of whom only one, Roy, is now living. <A picture of 
Mr. Underwood’s residence and his portrait appear in this 
book. 


J. Cole Doughty was born at Rockaway, L. I., re- 
moved to Bloomington,Ill.,and after a residence of seven years 
removed to Lake City in 1855, when the town was represented 
by one frame and four log houses. In 1861 went to Ann 
Arbor, and to College, and thence to Oberlin, O., where he en- 
listed in the 150th O. N. G., returning after his discharge to 
Oberlin, and afterward completed a course at Bryant and 
Walton’s business college at Chicago. Mr. Doughty’s first 
business venture consisted in buying and selling horses, after 
which he engaged in bridge and warehouse construction. In 
1877 he bought an interest in the Lake City Steam Flouring 
Mill, which he traded for an interest in the hardware estab- 
lishment of HE. Hackett, afterwards succeeding to the busi- 
ness. This he conducted successfully for about eight years, 
when he sold out and engaged in the nursery business, with 
which he has been connected since 1884. 1n 1890 Mr. Doughty 
became secretary and treasurer of the Jewell Nursery Com- 
pany, and under the present management this enterprise has 
become one of the chief industries of the city. Mr. Doughty 
has served as city recorder, and also for many years on the 
board of education, and was president of the board. He has 
always been prominent in Masonic work, having served as 
Worshipful Master, High Priest, and Eminent Commander 
of the various orders. Mr. Doughty has avoided polities ex- 
cept in a general way, serving as delegate to republican 
county, state and congressional conventions. Mr. Doughty’s 
portrait appears in this book.

Asa B. Doughty was born on Long Island, N. Y., in 1826, 
He came here first in 
1855, and for a permanent resident in 1857. In 1861 embarked 
in the grain and commission business, but soon gave it up 
and went into the firm of Doughty & Neal, makers of wagons, 
ete., retiring in 1878 and embarking in the milling business. 
Mr. Doughty is not actively engaged in the business now. 
He was twice married, first to Miss Ellen McClung, in 1849, 
who died in 1862, and again in 1864 to Miss Sue Johns. 


C. N. Clifford was born at Oshawa, Can., in 1856, came 
to Minnesota, locating at Forest Mills in 1878; January, 1880, 
he went to Wabasha, in 1890-to Redwing, and came here in 
1891, being with this mill since. He began the milling busi- 
ness in 1872. Was married in December, 1881, to Miss Clara 
Lewis, of Wabasha. 


Edgar. 8. Doughty was born at Toledo, Ohio, came to 
Lake City in 1866, and has been in the milling business since 
1880. Began with the company and was soon second miller, 
and in 1882 became head miller, and in 1890: took charge of the 
office.

C. Neal, H. F. Johns, manufacturers of the Lake City 
Wagon and Bob Sleighs. This business was begun in 1866 
by A. B. Doughty and Calvin Neal under the firm name of 
Doughty & Neal. In 1878 H. F. Johns bought out Mr. Dough- 
ty’s interest and the firm became Neal, Johns & Co. This 
business was begun in a small way and is now the largest 
manufacturing industry in the city. Good business manage- 
ment, honest dealing and an excellent product have each con- 
tributed to this prosperity. Up to 1890 the greatest number of 
wagons turned out in any one year was 1,000. In 1891 new 
buildings were erected, new machinery put in and the capacity 
of the plant was increased to 3,000 wagons per year. The 
machinery is now of the latest and everything is up to date. 
They have sold as high as 2,200 wagons a year. Large quan- 
tities of material used by this firm are purchased within a 
radius of 25 miles of this city. The average number of men 
employed in the factory is sixty, and the wage disbursements 
amount to upwards of $20,000 per annum. General agencies 
are maintained at Minneapolis, Council Bluffs, Kansas City 
and Keokuk, covering the states of Minnesota, Wisconsin, II- 
linois, North and South Dakota, Iowa, Missouri, Nebraska, 
Indian and Oklahoma Territories. That the Lake City wagon 
is honestly built and appreciated is shown by the largely in- 
creased sales. <A picture of this plant appears elsewhere in 
this book. 


Calvin Neal was born in Knox county, Ind., removed to 
Marshall, Ill., where he reached manhood. He came to Lake 
City in 1861.and started a blacksmith shop in company with 
George Watson, and in 1863 the firm branched out as Doughty 
& Neal. He has served the city as alderman. 


H. F. Johns was born in Lewistown, Pa., and came here 
with his parents in 1857. Attended the public schools and a 
commercial college at New York in 1876. He entered this estab- 
lishment in 1870, served as city recorder six years and is now 
serving his second term as alderman. 
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H. A. YOUNG & COMPANY, 


As a rule, all successful enterprises have their small be- 
ginnings. This is true regarding the business house of H. A. 
Young & Co., and the career of this firm is another illustra- 
tion of what may be accomplished by industry, sobriety, and a 
careful attention to business. 


The small beginning of this now well known and well 
established firm was made at Reads Landing, Minn., in 1868, 


-by C. .. Young; a branch of this beginning was established in 


this city in 1865, and the following year the entire stock was 
removed to this place, the business receiving a most vigorous 
start and hearty growth until January, 1867, when the stock 
was sold out to Munson & Childs. Some time was spent in 
looking for a more favorable location, only to return in May 
of the same year, accompanied by H. A. Young, his brother, 
and among the old.friends and acquaintances established a 
clothing store, introducing the same business principles and 
enthusiasm. To this clothing stock was added that of dry 
goods, and in 1872 the building known as the Young Block— 
a three-story brick building 50x75 feet, was erected, and the 
first floor and basement occupied by this now rapidly growing 
enterprise. In 1877 a partnership was formed with H. A. 
Young, who had been connected with the enterprise from the 
first, and to whose faithful and efficient service much of its 
prosperity was already due. The firm became known as C. F. 
Young & Bro., and entered on a period of large prosperity, 
which was rudely broken in upon by the great fire that 
befell Lake City in 1882. The firm sustained a severe loss, 
but nothing daunted, in less than a week the business was 
resumed, a temporary location having been secured. At this 
time a new member was added to the firm in the person of 
Charles A. Koch, who had for some time been connected with 
the house as bookkeeper. The following year the Young 
Block was rebuilt on a somewhat larger and more modern 
plan, and this building, after several additions and alterations, 
the firm still occupies. In the spring of 1888 C. F. Young, 
the senior member of the firm, who had for some time given 
mueh of his attention to western real estate interests,—with- 
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M. L. COLLINS’ PHARMACY, 


drew from active participation in the business, and the man- 
agement has been exclusively and successfully carried on by 
H. A. Young and Chas. A. Koch up to the present time, cover- 
ing 14 years of continued prosperity. In 1891 they bought 
out the C. Ff. Young interest in the enterprise and the firm 
name was changed to H. A. Young & Co. For one year (in 
1882) tu.s firm carried on their business in a cramped way in 
a ZOx75 feet store building, occupying the first and second 
floors. ‘Their new building erected in 1883, 50x85 feet, af- 
forded about 6,775 square feet. floor room. To this was 
added in 1891 a 40x60 double store, first and second stories 
giving 2,250 square:feet additonal floor room, and in 1895 a 
remodeling of the entire store made it one of the most con- 
veniently arranged, best lighted salesrooms in the state. But 
for some time, owing not alone to increase of business, but 
change of business methods as well, they have found them- 
selves cramped for ground floor room, and are now erecting 
a 45x50 plate glass front annex, to be completed by Aug. 15, 
and which for design, construction and convenience, would be 
a great credit to any large city. ‘The firm is progressive, 
energetic, enterprising,.and one such firm will give standing 
and enviabte reputation to a town when others less able or less 
public-spirited are wondering whether enterprise pays.

Henry A. Young was born in Wittenburg, Germany, Dec. 9, 
1845, came to America in 1863, making his first stop at Reads 


‘Landing and working in Bullard’s Hotel. one year. In 1864 


he entered the store of his brother C. F. In September, 1865, 
upon the removal of his brother to this city he took full charge 
of the business there and closed it out the next spring, when 
he came here and remained until December, 1866, when he 
went to Harrisburg, Pa., and attended business college. In 
the spring of 1867 he returned here and entered business with 
his brother C. F., as Young & Co. In 1869 he sold out to his 
brother and remained as manager of the store until Dec. 10. 
1877, w.en he again entered the firm under the name of C. F. 
Young & Bro., and assumed complete control. In 1891, after 
the death of C. F. Young, which occurred in 1889, he ac- 
quired the interest of the estate, and the firm became H. A. 
Young & Co. Mr. Young is a man of indomitable energy, 
shrewd and pleasant. He isa conservative republican in 
politics, although he never takes an active part in politics. In 
1892 he was elected mayor, and re-elected the next year on the 
issue of water works and electrie light, Mr. Young, favoring 
this proposition, and to his energy and foresight is due much 
of the present prosperity of the town, inasmuch as the estab- 
lishment of these two plants have done more to build up the 
town and attract new residents than anything that ever took 
place. He also served two terms as city treasurer. Is a 
member and treasurer of St. Mark’s Hpiscopal church, is a 
Mason and treasurer of the commandery; is a member of the 
Odd Fellows and Sons of Herman, and has filled the chairs 
in each. Was one of the organizers of Lakewood Cemetery 
association, and has been a director ever since, and is also a 
director of the Lake City Bank. He is withal a most public- 
spirited citizen. Was married in February, 1872, to Miss 
Anna L. Schauble, and they lately celebrated their silver wed- 
ding. 
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Chas. A. Koch was born at Redwing, April 11, 1861, and 
came to Lake City in 1871. At the age of sixteen, on account 
of ill health, he was compelled to quit school.

ABRAHAM, F. & SON, are located on Center street and 
carry a complete line of footwear. The business was started 
about twenty years ago by IF’. Abraham, the present partner- 
ship being formed about four years ago. 

ADAMS, DR. J. C., physician and surgeon, High street, was 
born March 10, 1831. at Enniskillen, Ireland. In 1841, with 
his parents, came to this country, and located in Kentucky. 
He graduated from the medical department of the University 
of Louisiana in 1857, and practiced in Louisiana, Mississippi 
and Kentucky. During the war was assistant surgeon in the 
30th Miss. Inf., eighteen months being spent in the field and 
balance of the time in the hospital. He was at Macon, Ga., 
when Lee surrendered. In 1868 he located in this city. He 
served eleven years on the school board, as president part of 
the time, and was county physician several years. 

ANDERSON, C. E. & G., general merchandise, corner Main 
street and Lyon avenue, have been in business five years, suc- 
ceeding Anderson Bros., who began business in 1883. Two 
years ago they erected a fine block, which they now occupy. 
G. Anderson was born in Sweden in 1841, came to Amer- 


ica in 1865, locating at Redwing and remaining 17 years, 
when he came here. ©. E. Anderson was born in Redwing in 
1870 ‘and came here in 1883; was a member and secretary of 
hook and ladder company five years. 


ANDERSON, OSCAR &., real estate and loans, was born in 
Sweden, March 24, 1847, came to America in June, 1868, first 
stopping at Redwing, and coming- here a month later.

remaining three years, and then opened a billiard and sample

He aims by 
fair dealing and honest goods to please his patrons and has 
built up a profitable trade. 


BARTLHTT, JOS. C., was born in Buffalo, N. Y., Feb. 17, 
1837. In 1847 removed to East ‘Troy, Wis., and in 1852 to 
Vernon county, Wis. In 1857 he came to this county and 
engaged in farming, which occupation he followed actively 
six years, and then went into the grain business in this city, 
which he continued 13 years. He also conducted the Hotel 
Lyon from 1885 to 1891. Mr. Bartlett is one of the most 
active republican politicians in the county, and has served 12 
years as county commissioner, five years as register of deeds, 
and was appointed postmaster of this city by President Har- 
rison, serving four years. After leaving the postoffice he re- 
sumed farming on a small seale, which business he has been 
more or less interested in all his life, 
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BARTRON & SON (G. R. and J. D.), dealers in agricultural 
implements, buggies, ete., are located on Main street, near 
Center. The business has been established about twenty 
years, G. R. Bartron having started it in 1877. 

BASEY, MRS. A., restaurant, confectionery, cigars and to- 
baccos, Washington street. Her husband began the business 
33 years ago, and since his death she has continued the same. 
She was born in Herkimer county, N. Y., and came here 33 
years ago, and is one of the oldest and most respected resi- 
dents in the city. 

BAYLEY, DR. BE. H., physician and surgeon, with offices 
there at Carroll College, graduate of the Greeley, Col., high 
school in 1886, and of the University of Colorado at Boulder, 
with degree of B. L., in 1890. Graduated from Rush Medical 
college, Chicago, in 1893, and Ashbury Methodist Hospital, 
Minneapolis, in 1894, and then came here and entered prac- 
tice, and has met with good success. He is city health officer 
and also local surgeon for the Milwaukee railroad. 

BECK, PETER, grain buyer, was born in Luxemburg, Ger- 
many, Noy. 28, 1841. Came with his parents to America in 
1845, stopping in Chicago nine years, then locating at Du- 
buque, Iowa, where he resided until 1869, when he came to 
Lake City and entered the brewing business. In 1882 he re- 
tired from that business and began buying grain. He has 
establisheu a reputation for square dealing, and would give up 
his last dollar in payment of his honest debts. Mr. Beck is 
a consistent and active democrat and has spent his time and 
means in aiding the party. 

BLANCHARD, H. R., has been agent of the United States 
Express company at Lake City since that company has oper- 
ated over the lines of the C. M. & St. P. Railway. Previous 
to that he had been agent for the American Express company 
since November, 1885. Mr. Blanchard was born in New York 
state, lived there many years. Later he removed to Iowa, 
spending two years there, and six years more in Pennsylvania, 
previous to coming to Lake City in 1884. The office is in 
Peterson’s shoe store on Center street. 

BROWN, W. D., conducts a saloon on Center street, and 
also attends to collections and auctioneering. He has been in 
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business here about thirty years. During the civil war he 
served in the 20th N. Y. Cavalry, and has held offices of con- 
stable, deputy sheriff and coroner since he has lived in Lake 
City. 

BROWN’S HOTEL, Miss M. H. Brown, proprietor. This 
hotel was opened by Thomas Brown in 1857, and after his de- 
ceuse in 1880 his daughter eontinued the business. The hotel 
has a very pleasant location on the beach of the lake, mak- 
ing it extremely agreeable during the summer months. It 


is open the year round,-but makes a special effort to care for 


summer visitors. 


BRUNTON, MRS. E. K., millinery, came to Lake City in 
April, 1897, and started in business on Washington street. She 
was in business here for a period of three years some years 
ago, but has since been in St. Paul in business about eight 
years. She carries a large stock of goods and caters to the 
fashionable trade. 


CENTER, HIRAM, is one of the earlier residents of the 
city and has been in the grain buying business continuously 
during the past twenty-five years. He was born in the state of 
Vermont June 1, 1822, and has lived in Lake City since 1869. 
He conducted a store a couple of years previous to engaging 
in the grain business, and is now the oldest active grain buyer 
in the city. 


CHALMERS, J. M.. dealer in jewelry, watches, clocks, sil- 
verware. novelties and optical goods, Dwelle Block, Washing- 
ton street, has been in business in Lake City about seventeen 
years. He was born in New York state, lived in Canada un- 
til twenty years of age. After learning the jeweler’s trade, he 
came to Lake City in 1880 and began business in which he 
has been successful. Mr. Chalmers has made an especial 
study of the eye, is an experienced optician and has had great 
success in testing and fitting the eyes and correcting diffi- 
eult cases of defective vision. 

CHICAGO, MILWAUKEE & ST. PAUL depot is located 
about a half mile from the business center of the city on Lyon 
ave., and this being the main line of that great railway system 
between Chicago and St. Paul and Minneapolis, Lake City has 
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the advantages of excellent train service. There are four 
regular passenger trains each way daily, besides several 
freight trains that carry passengers. The business of the 
station is looked after by If. H. Burdick, agent; together with 
5. A. Berg, clerk and telegraph operator; EK. EF. Bowman, 
operator; Gerald I’rost, baggageman. Mr. Burdick is a na- 
tive of Edgerton, Rock county, Wis., and has been in the em- 
ploy of the company since 1871. He began as telegraph 
operator and afterwards was agent at Wabasha, Minn., thir- 
teen vears. He cume to Lake City in 188). In connection 
with the depot is an exccHent lunch room, presided over by 
the genial Fred Hofmann, who is well known and popular 
among patrons of the road. All trains stop here long enough 
for lunch. 


CHURCHILL, W. W., was born at St. Johnsville, N. Y., 
June 25, 1856, went to Williamsport, Pa., 1867, returning to 
New York in 1870. In 1873 he came to Minnesota, locating in 
Nobles county, removing to Wabasha county in 1876. In 
1883 he engaged as bookkeeper at Rochester and in 1889 en- 
tered the Ifirst National Bank there, remaining seven years. 
June, 1896, he entered the employ of the Jewell Nursery Com- 
pany. At Rochester Mr. Churchill served on the city council 
two years, and on the board of education two years. He is: 
past master in the Masonic lodge and past grand patriarch 
and past grand treasurer of the Minnesota grand lodge of 
Odd Fellows. 


COLBY BROS., grocers, corner High and Center sts, have 
been in business four years, succeeding E. FEF. McCall. 
C. M. Colby was born in Canada in 1848, came to Lake 
City in 1856, and began farming in the town of Lake. In 1866 
began clerking in stores and hotels. In 1881 went to Wabasha 
and managed Merchants and Commercial hotels until 1890: 
returned here and clerked in store three years and then went 
into business. He has been an active Odd Fellow 28 years, 
and hase passed the chairs. George W. Colby was born in 
Janada in 1841, came here in 1856, and farmed in the town of 
Lake until 1890, when he rented his farm and came to town 
and entered business in 1893.

COLLINS BROS. & CO., proprietors of the Lake City 
Planing Mill, which was established in 1861, occupy a brick 
building fitted with all necessary machinery.

Collins, manager, was born in Vernon, Conn., 1822, 
went to New York City in 1828, returning east in 1884. In 
1838 removed to New Jersey and in 1848 went to Racine 
county, Wis., remaining there until he came to Lake City in 
1856. Ile learned his trade in New Jersey, and has built 


-a good Many residences in this city. Has served as county 


comlmissioucr, Was on first grand jury empaneled in the 


county, and was chairman of the prohibition county commit- 


tee. Tas been a member of the Congregational Chureh 
many years. Was married in 1850 to Miss Mary EH. Bussey, 
and has four children, three of whom reside here. 


COLLINS, M. L., proprietor of Collins’ Pharmacy on Wash- 
ington street, is one of the substantial young business men of 
Lake City. He was born and raised here, and began the 
study of pharmacy when sixteen years of age. I*or ten years 
he was employed in a drug store previous to engaging in 
business for himself in 1889. Hle has a very neatly arranged 
store, a picture of which appears elsewhere, and carries a 
complete line of drugs, books, stationery, wall paper and sun- 
dries; in fact, has one of the best stocked stores in Southern 
Minnesota and carries on-a successful business. He has also 
the local office of the Northwestern Telephone Hxchange, a 
long distance line affording connection with principal points 
in Minnesota, and North and South Dakota. 


CONDIT, JESSE, is one of the enterprising young business 
men of the city, and at his store at No.-G Lyon block may be 
found a choice line of all kinds of fruits, confectionery, tobac- 
cos, canned goods and fancy groceries; also ice cream and 
soda. Mr. Condit makes a specialty of fruit, and does a 
wholesale as well as retail trade. He was born in Wisconsin, 
and has resided in Lake City much of the time since he was 
three years old. He was with wholesale fruit houses in St. 
Paul several years and spent three years as traveling sales- 
man for that line. His store, a picture of which is shown 
elsewhere, is finely fitted up, his stock is always fresh and 
he caters to the best trade in and about the city.

CORNELIUS, GEO. E., superintendent of the city water 
and light plant, was born in Minneapolis, March 22, 1865, and 
attended school there.

Came here and installed this plant in 1894. The plant is 
one of the finest and shows Mr. Cornelius’ aptitude in this 
line. He is also owner of the steam yacht Maud C. 


CORWIN & CORWIN, grocers, Lyon avenue, have been in 
business here about four years.

Their goods ure all carefully selected, everything is 
as represented, and they carry probably the most extensive 
stock in their line to be found in the county. 


CUFIFEL, W. S., barber, ladies and children’s hair dresser 
and bath rooms, in Hotel Lyon, was born in Chickasaw county, 
Iowa, July 1, 1866, began the barber business in April, 1888, 
Came to Lake City September, 1890, and 
March 1, 1891, opened his present shop in the hotel. He is 
a first-class workman... A picture of his shop appears in

DANIELS, SAMUBLL, started a fish market here about 


‘three years ago, and is located at the corner of Marion and 


Main streets, where all kinds of salt and fresh-water fish may 
be had. 


DAYTON, J. J., came to Lake City in 1891, and started a 
cold storage warehouse near the depot, the business of which 
has grown to large proportions... He makes the handling of 
eggs a specialty and ships many car loads during a season. 
He is energetic and pushing,-and makes business a success. 
Besides the business here Mr. Dayton operates a more ex- 
tensive plant at Mankato, Minn. 


DEMPSTER, C. L., carries on one of the most extensive 
lines of insurance business in the county. His offices are in the 
Lake City Bank building, and he writes fire, life, accident. 
tornado, and plate glass insurance, and does business in real 
estate. Mr. Dempster is a native of New York state; came to 
I ake City in 1882; was employed as an insurance solicitor un- 
til he bought out a business in 1885, which he has been suc- 
cessfully conducting since that time. For several years his 
residence was in Central Point, where he has served as a 
member of the school board and was chairman of the board 
of supervisors. ; 

DEPOT RESTAURANT AND LUNCH ROOM, Fred 
Hofmann, manager, as the name would imply, is _ lo- 
cated at the C., M. & St. P. depot, and has been 
in operation here about twelve years. Mr. Hofmann 
has had charge of the place about six years, which 
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Speaks well for his ability as a successful manager. 
The place is open at all hours of the day or night, every- 
thing is served in palatable shape and the house enjoys a 
wide and favorable reputation.

A. C., homeopathic physician and 
surgeon, office at residence, corner High and Chestnut streets, 
was born*in New York state, 1854, attended Carleton College, 
and graduated from Hahnemann Medical College, Chicago, 
1880; began practice at Granite Falls, remaining eight years; 
then went to St. Paul, coming here February, 1896. Dr. Dock- 
stader makes a specialty of orificial surgery, and is enjoying a 
good practice. 


DOUGHTY, F. H., fire and accident insurance, notary pub- 
lic, justice of the peace, real estate and collections, office over 
Steele’s drug store, was born in Bloomington, Ill., Aug. 17,, 
1854, and came to Lake City with his parents June 5, 1855. 
Attended the schools here and in 1871 went to business col- 
lege at Minneapolis, after which he went to St. Cloud to work 
at the jeweler’s trade, and after remaining there a year and 
a half went to Redwing, where he remained a year. He 
then came here and went to work in the flouring mill, where 
he very soon met with an accident which cost him his right 
arm. Soon thereafter he was elected constable, which office 
he held for 20 years and was then elected justice of the 
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peace. He also served as deputy oil inspector from 1887 until 
1895. He is an active and influential republican in politics. 


DWELLE BROS. (G. M. and H.), dealers in clothing, fur- 
nishing goods, hats, caps, etc., corner of Washington and Cen- 
ter streets, are among the older residents of the city. The 
business was started in 1877, by Stout & Dwelle, which firm 
was succeeded by Dwelle Bros.. in 1886. G. M. Dwelle came 
here in 1854, has served on town board and city council, and 
has done much in helping to keep the city free from debt 
on account of railway: and corporate bonds. He served in 


~ the Second Minnesota Company of U. S. Sharpshooters, and 


a little more than three years in the Third Minn. Battery, light 
artillery, was wounded at Antietam, and afterwards commis- 
sioned 2d lieutenant. Henry Dwelle served in Co. M., First 
Wis. Cav., during the civil war. Afterwards engaged in real 
estate business, and has served on the board of education. 
The firm have built up a large business and are well and fa- 
vorably known throughout this section of the country. 


DYER, J. F., was born at Windsor, O., in 1852, worked at 
cheesemaking six years and. then came here in 1873. He 
worked in a meat market six years, then as millwright ten 
years, and then returned to -cutting meat and is now with 
Smyth & Bartron. 


FARMERS’ HOME, John Shannon, proprietor, corner 
Franklin and Chestnut streets, rates $1.00 per day. Mr. Shan- 
non was born in New York state, came west in 1867, locating 
on a farm in Hyde Park, where he remained until 1888, when 
he went to the Pacific coast and remained five years, and then 
returned here. Jast fall he took charge of this hotel. 


FICK, B. C., general merchandise, Center street, was born 
in town of West Albany, in 1865, remained on farm until 1885, 
clerked in stores here six years and in 1891 entered business 
for himself, erecting the store building jointly with Edward 
Wise. In 1892 was united in marriage to Magdalena, daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. Edward Wise. 


FISCHER, JACOB, is the oldest barber in business in the 
city. His shop is located on Main street; he operates two 
chairs and has a good trade. Mr. Fischer was born in 
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Switzerland in 1830; came to America in 1873, and resided 
in Wisconsin four years before coming to Lake City in 1877, 
where he has been in business during the past twenty years. 


FOLEY, T. J., livery, feed and sale stable, Washington 
street, has been in business 10 years. Was born in Rochester, 
N. Y.. and came to Lake City in 1882. He has the largest 
and best equipped livery in the county, a cut of which is 
shown in this book. He has served as marshal five years and 
deputy sheriff two years. He is also agent for the J. V. 
Ditmars estate. 


FRANCISCO, O. P., was born in Hamilton county, N. Y., 
Aug. 29, 1829, went to Michigan in 1855, and November, 1856, 
came to Minnesota, landing at Redwing. In 1859 he located 
upon his present farm in the Sugar Loaf Valley. He has 
served as assessor of the town of Florence thirteen years, and 
as supervisor several years. He is one of the most thorough 
musicians in this section. Also a member of the Masonic 
orders, and has served as an officer in the several bodies. 


FULLER, CAPT. I. A., the subject of this sketch, is one of 
the ablest and most experienced steamboat captains on the 
upper Mississippi. At the present time he is captain of the 
ferry and excursion steamer, Merle Spalding, the only ferry 
now operating across Lake Pepin between Lake City and 
Stockholm. he ferry makes eight crossings daily, a distance 
of about three miles each trip, and in addition makes regular 
trips to Red Wing, Maiden Rock and Pepin Tuesday and 
Friday each week. For excursion purposes a barge is at- 
tached and affords accommodation for about 300 people. The 
steamer is built on modern lines, has double propellers and is 
perfectly seaworthy in all weather. Capt. Fuller was born in 
Center Thompson, Ohio, May 12, 1849, and moved to Pepin, 
Wis., in 1856, before there was much of any town at Lake 
City. At an early age he began steam-boating, and has 
been a captain on the Mississippi during a period of twenty- 
five years. He has resided in Pepin since coming to Wiscon- 


sin, and has served four years as justice of the peace, six 
years as mayor, and was sheriff of Pepin county two years. 
Capt. Fuller is also the owner and captain of the famous ice 
yacht “Tempest,” which won the silver cup and the North- 


west pennant in the regatta held at Minnetonka Lake, New 
Year’s Day in 1896. On this occasion the ‘“‘Tempest” defeated 
the “‘Reindeer,” the swiftest ice yacht on the Hudson river. 


GARDNER, W. H., barber shop, is located in Lake City, 
Bank building on Lyon avenue, and has been in business about 
seven years. He operates three chairs and does a good busi-. 
ness. [or several years he was leader of the band, and is 


- now leader of the Lake City Concert Orchestra. 


GIBBS, THOMAS & SON, (Thomasand W.J. Gibbs), drugs, 


’ wall paper, paints and oils, school books, stationery and toys, 


Washington street.° Thomas Gibbs was born in England and 
came to America in 1857, and began business in 1860. In 
1888 his son was admitted as a partner. 


GILLETT, F. H., city marshal, was born in Lake City, 
Dec. 16, 1861; resided on a farm until six years of age and then 
came into the city. Was engaged for several years in buy- 
ing and selling horses, was then elected marshal, and is now 
serving his third term. 


GILLETT, HARRISON, machine shop and foundry on low- 
er Main street,was born in Otsego county, N.Y., March 23,1824. 
Came to Lake City in 1856, and with others started a saw mill; 
in 1859 went with the Davidson steamboat line as head en- 
gineer and after two years went with another line for two 
years; then for three years engaged in the construction of 
flour mills. In 1866 started machine shop and foundry, and 
manufactures almost everything made of wood and iron. He 
invented the first straw burner for engines, and also patented 
a rope transmission for separators. Served 15 years as head 
engineer of the fire department and was chief for six years. 


GLUDT BROS., harnessmakers on Main street, began 
business in September, 1892, in a small way, and by economy, 
energy and square dealing have built up the largest harness 
business in this section of the country. They are large and 
judicious advertisers, and find that it pays them well. 

Peter Gludt was born near Dubuque, Iowa, Sept. 6, 1860, 
came with his parents to Read’s Landing in 1865, and to Lake 
City in 1876. He began harnessmaking the same year and has 
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followed that business since. He is a member of the A. O. 
U. W. and M. W. A. 

Nick Gludt was born in the town of Pepin in October, 
1868, and came here with his parents in 1876. In 1888 he 
went to St. Paul and entered a hardware store, where he re- 


mained until he engaged in business here in 1892. 


GRAPHIC-SENTINEL.—The paper is now in its sixteenth 
year, and is the oldest newspaper. in Lake City. It is pub- 
lished every Tuesday, and ranks among the leading papers in 
this part of the state. Arthur J. Myers, editor and publisher, 
was born in Cattaraugus county, N. Y., November 20, 1851. 
When but a small boy his parents came West, settling a short 
time at Osceola, Wis., thence at a place called Saratoga, at the 
head of the Cottonwood river in Cottonwood county, Minn. 
The threatening actions of the Indians caused the family to 
move to Lake Shetek in Murray county, where they resided 
until the Indian outbreak and massacre in the spring of 1862. 
when the family were driven from their home. At Mankato 
his mother died, when he was practically thrown upon the 
world without a home.

Myers has never had the educational advantages that fall to 
the lot of most men, but by close observation and hard study 
has fitted himself for his profession, and has made a success 
as a publisher. He is independent and fearless, but always 
strives to be just and courteous, and the Graphic-Sentinel 
reflects credit upon his ability. 


GREER, ALLEN J., attorney at law, Lyon ave., was born 
in Mifflin county, Pa., June 14, 1854; removed with his parents 
to Jefferson City, Mo., in 1858. His father having entered the 
Union army, where he died, his mother with the children re- 
turned to Pennsylvania in 1861, and in 1865 came to Lake 
City. Mr. Greer graduated from the Normal school at 
Winona, in 18738, taught school two years as principal at Car 
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ver, Minn., and then entered the state university and gradu- 
ated in 1879 with the degree of bachelor of science. He was 
compelled to make his own way through school, and is en- 
titled to much credit for his success. In the fall of 1879 was 
elected county school superintendent and re-elected in 1881; 
was admitted to the bar in 1882; was mayor of the city 1884-5; 
was elected to the legislature in 1890 and re-elected in 1892, 
serving on the most important Committees, elected state sena- 


- tor in 1894, and has been frequently mentioned for member 


of congress. Married in 1882 to Miss Mary Dorman, of Min-

HAMMOND, GEORGE H., attorney at law with offices in 
the Lake City Bank building, one of the successful younger 
members of the legal profession, has been practicing here a 
little more than two years.

HANISCH, R. & SON, general merchandise, corner Center 
and Main streets. This house was established in 1869 by 
R. Hanisch, and V. Hanisch was admitted to the firm Jan. 1, 
1896. They also own and manage Hanisch opera house, a cut 
of which is shown in this book. They occupy the three-store 
building and carry a very large stock of goods. 

R. Hanisch was born in Austria in 1840. Came to America 
in 1861, locating at La Crosse, where he remained until 1869, 
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when he came here and entered business, in a small way. He 
came to his present location in 1882, and his business has 
grown immensely. Mr. Hanisch served as alderman from 
1891 to 1897, and was one of the most active men and hardest 
workers to have the water and lighting plant established. And 
to his efforts is largely due the success of that enterprise. 

Vincent Hanisch, son of the above, was born here, and 
after attending high school entered the store. 


HARRIS, DR. J. H., dentist, has very neatly aranged 
office rooms in the Lake City Bank building, and is one of the 
ablest and most skillful of practitioners. He has been in 
business in Lake City about eighteen years, a member of the 
State Dental Society about ten years, and enjoys a large prac- 
tice. 


HART BROS., skiff livery, have a good line of boats and 
fishing tackle and furnish accommodation in their line to 
pleasure-seekers at reasonable rates. They are located at the 
end of Washington street. 

HAUSWEDELL, R. C., dealer in general merchandise, is 
located at the corner of Marion and Washington streets and 
has been in business in Lake City since 1871. Mr. Hauswe- 
dell was born in Germany, but has resided in America since 
1853. He settled first at Watertown, Wis., remaining four 
years, and spent fourteen years in Pepin previous to coming 
to Lake City. He is an earnest student of social and political 
questions, a logical thinker, and an ardent advocate of needful 
reform measures pertaining to these problems. 


HINCKLEY, C. E., who conducts an extensive furniture 
and undertaking business on Washington street, has been in 
business in Lake City about twenty-two years. He carries a 
very large stock of goods and has a good trade. H. H. Blohm, 
salesman, has been with Mr. Hinckley a little more than five 
years. 

HOTEL LYON, corner Lyon ave. and Washington street, 
is the only first-class hotel in the city. This hotel was erected 
about 20 years ago, and a few years ago was thoroughly 
refitted throughout with all modern conveniences. It is cen- 
trally located. Boats for pleasure and fishing parties in con- 
nection with the hotel. W. H. Rafferty, the proprietor, is an

HUBBARD & FOWLER (W. A. Hubbard and A. G. Fow- 
ler), do general insurance business and have their office in the 
Lake City Bank of Minnesota.

He is one of the most public-spirited business men in the 
city, and is one of those who labored so hard to get the water 
works and electric light plant established. 

KENNEDY, J. W., boot and shoe store, Washington street, 
has been in business 15 years. Was born in Ireland, July 16, 
1842, and came to America with his parents when very young, 
locating in Pennsylvania in 1846. In 1862 enlisted in Com- 
pany A, 148th Penn. Inf., serving nearly three years. Came 
to Lake City in September, 1865, and has made this his home 
Since. Was married Jan. 4th, 1872, to Miss Emma Beatty. 
Mr. Kennedy is an active member of the Masonie Order, has 
served two years as alderman, seven years as member of the 
board of education, and is a member of the board of trustees 
of Lakewood Cemetery association. He is a thoroughly hon- 
orable. business man and enjoys a good business. 

KINNEY, WESLEY, attorney at law, was born at Otselic, 
Chenango county, N. Y., Dee. 15, 1837; was educated in the 
common schools, and at Charlotteville, Schoharie county 
academy. Read law in Norwich, N. Y., and was admitted to 
practice at Binghamton in May, 1860, coming to Minnesota in 
May, 1861. In January, 1862, taught school at Mazeppa and 
was also admitted to the bar at Redwing. July, 1862, enlisted 
in Company G, Sth Minn. Vol. Inf., commissioned first lieu- 
tenant and served until the company was mustered out in 
July, 1865. August, after returning home, was married to Miss 
Acsie A. Ford; then took up the practice of law, which he 
has successfully followed in this county since. He has always 


been an active and consistent democrat in politics, has served 
as city attorney during the past nine years. 

KRAHN, PAUHL, cigar manufacturer, Main street, was 
born in Hamburg, Germany, in 1861. Came with his parents to 
America in 1864. 
removing to Wabasha in 1877, remaining until 1881. 


In 1876 began cigar making at Rochester, 
After 


two years spent with his father on a farm in Mt. Pleasant, en- 
tered a large factory at Milwaukee, and after a year there 
came to Lake City and started for himself. He started with a 
very small capital, and now has one of the finest shops in the 
Northwest. His principal brand is the “P K,’’ which is one 
of the finest cigars made. 


KRUEGER, OTTO, shoemaker, has a shop in F. Abraham 
& Son’s store on Center street, and bas been in business here a 
little more than two years.. He has worked in shoe factories 


‘in several of the large cities, is a first-class workman and is 


prepared to do both custom and repair work on short notice. 


KUHN, ARTHUR A., the only one-price clothier, hatter and 
furnisher in Lake City, located on Main street, is a type of the 
enterprising, hustling business man who is successful in what 
he undertakes. He is a native of Champaign, Ill., and was 
brought up in the clothing business, his father, Joseph Kuhn, 
having been in the business thirty-six years. Arthur Kuhn 
has been in the business eighteen years, and before coming 
to Lake City he was in business in California five years, at 
Champaign, Ill., about two -years, and at Urbana, IIl., five 
years. He is sole owner of the store here, and a shareholder 
of the Kuhn Clothing Syndicate, of which Joseph Kuhn is 
president, George Santer, vice president, Isaac Kuhn, secre- 
tary and buyer. This syndicate does the buying for sixteen 
stores located at Champaign, Marengo, Matoon and Urbana, 
Ill., Monticello and Knoxville, Ia., Lake City, Minn., two stores 
at Fargo, N. D., Wahpeton, N. D., Great Falls, Mont., Pres- 
cott, Arizona, Marysville, IKan., San Diego, Cal., and two 
stores in San Francisco. Mr. Kuhn is thus enabled to buy 
goods very cheap for spot cash, and he gives his customers 
the benefit by marking his goods way down and one price in 
plain figures. His large trade has been built up along the 
lines of best values, one price, and always as advertised. He 
takes eggs in trade, paying one cent more than the market 
price, and allows 25 cents per cord more than the market price 
for wood taken in trade. This season he expects about 500 
traveling men to call upon him and will greatly increase his al- 
ready large stock. In June, 1894, Mr. Kuhn was married to 
Miss Jennie Irene Samter, a prominent society lady of Chi- 
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cago, who is highly esteemed in the city for her pleasing 
graces and prominence in social and benevolent matters. Wil- 
liam Peterson, head clerk and assistant manager, is a Lake 
City boy, who has been in the clothing business about five 
years and is well known as a popular and enterprising young 
business man. He is financial secretary of the local lodge of 
Yorresters. Ira C. Gardner, salesman, is also a Lake City 
boy, and his accommodating and affable manners make him 
popular with every one. He has been with Mr. Kuhn about a 
year. Two views of the store appear elsewhere in this 
souvenir. ; 

LAKE CITY BANK OF MINNESOTA.—This institution, 
which occupies a very neat two-story pressed brick building at 
the corner of Lyon avenue and Washington street, is the only 
bank in Lake City, and enjoys tke distinction of being the 
oldest state bank in Minnesota. It was founded in 1867; 
has a capital of $50,000, and a surplus of »15,000. The bank 
building, of which two illustrations are shown, was erected 
in 1892, and is finely fitted and furnished. The officers are: 
G. I. Benson, president; J. M. Underwood, vice president; 
C. A. Hubbard, cashier; A. G. Fowler, teller; W. A. Hubbard, 
accountant. 

G. EF. Benson, president of the bank, was born in Bos- 
ton, Mass., in 1834, and educated in the schools of that city 
and Philips’ Academy at Exeter, N. H. At the age of sev- 
enteen he went to Buffalo, N. Y¥., where he was employed in 
the office of a lumberman eight years. In 1860 he engaged in 
the lumber trade at South Bend, Ind., removing two years 
later to Plymouth, Ind. Mr. Benson came to Lake City in 
1871, and was one of the organizers of the First National 
Bank, of which he was president from 1873 till 1876. In 1877 
he became a.stockholder in the Lake City Bank of Minnesota, 
was director several years, afterwards vice president, and in 
1892 he was elected president of the institution, a position he 
now holds. He served four years on the board of education, 
of which he was president. He is prominent in the Masonic 
fraternity, a staunch republican and a member of the Epis- 
copal church. 

C. A. Hubbard, cashier, was born in Ingham county, 
Mich., Nov. 4, 1844, and removed with his parents to Winona, 


Minn., in 1853. They were among the pioneer settlers of 
that city. In 1858 he entered upon an academic course of 
study at Lansing, Mich., remaining till 1860; afterwards 
graduating at the State Normal School at Winona, Minn. 
During the war he served in the Sth Minn. Vol. Inft. on the 
frontier against the Sioux, and later on the staffs of Generals 
R. N. McLaren and H. H. Sibley. Returning from the war 
he engaged in grain and commission business at Lake City 


- until 1869, when he entered the banking house of C. W. 


Hackett & Co., now the Lake City Bank of Minnesota, as 


-cashier, a position he has held since that time. Mr. Hubbard 


was mayor of the city in 1889 and ’90 and is now serving a 
secoud term on the board of education. He is also a mem- 
ber of the Congregational church, is prominent in Masonic 


circles and a Knight Templar. 


LAKE CITY HOUSH, O. Quinn, proprietor, is located in 
the Lyon block on Lyon avenue, and has an excellent reputa- 
tion as a moderate priced hostelry. Mr. Quinn has been in 
the business here three years. He is also foreman in the 
paint shop for Neal, Johns & Go., which fact necessitates the 
management of the hotel to’rest largely with Mrs. Quinn, 
who has proven a capable landlady. 


LAKE CITY REPUBLICAN.—This is one of the live pro- 
gressive newspapers of Southern Minnesota, and enjoys the 
distinction of being the only straight Republican newspaper in 
Wabasha county. It is published every Saturday from neat 
and commodious new quarters in the Simons block on Main 
street; enjoys a good advertising patronage and has every 
facility for turning out job work in a prompt and satisfactory 
manner. The Republican was founded March 8, 1888, by 
John A. Leonard, who continued its editor until his death in 
January, 1894. Thereupon Mrs. Leonard assumed manage- 
ment and published the paper until the fall of that year, when 
it was sold to Kidd & Axtell. In December, 1895, the Repub- 
lican became the property of C. A. Von Vleck, the present 
editor and proprietor. Mr. Von Vleck was raised in Lake 
City and is well acquainted with the details of newspaper 
work. He is and has been for some time the agent and 
correspondent for the Pioneer Press, and is correspondent 
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for several other daily papers. He is a young man of energy 
and push, and has maintained the Republican in its place ‘of 
excellence as a first-class newspaper, besides increasing its 
popularity and steadily enlarging its circulation. 


LANGH, E. J., undertaker, embalmer, dealer in furniture, 
carpets, window shades, refrigerators, baby carriages, picture 
and room mouldings, and bicycles, Center street, has been in 
business six years. Was born in town of West Albany July 
23, 1866, attended business college at. Minneapolis in 1884, 
returning the next year to the farm and remaining one year, 
when he came to this city and clerked until 1891, and then 
went into business for himself. He has attended embalming 
schools several times. He is secretary of the German Ceme- 
tery association and member of the city council. 


LANGE, F. H. & SON, sample and billiard room, Main 
street, near Center, have been in business 10 years, succeed- 
ing I’. H. Lange, who began business three years before. F. 
H. Lange was born in Mecklenburg, Germany, in 1836, came 
to America in 1857, stopping at Buffalo, N. Y., one year before 
coming here. He located on a farm in West Albany, where 
he remained until 1877, when he removed to this city and 
entered the brewing business with John C. Schmidt, retiring 
in 1884 and entering his present business. FE. J. Lange was 
born in West Albany in 1864 and came to this city with his 
parents in 1877. He worked for his father some time before 
going into partnership 10 years ago. He manages the business 
He served some time as assistant chief of the fire department.

LANGE, G. H., county treasurer, was born in the town of 
West Albany, March 4, 1869; remained on the farm until the

LEO, SAM, Chinese laundry, Washington street, came to 
America 10 years ago, and located here five years ago. 


LONGREN, P. S., sample and billiard room. Center street, 
has been in business here four years. Was born in Sweden 
Aug. 10, 1863. Came to America 1872, going on a farm near 
this city until 1881, when he came into the city and went to 
work for Oscar Anderson, remaining four years; then went to 
Hurley, Wis., four years, and River Falls. three years, after 
which he returned here and purchased Mr. Anderson’s busi- 
ness. 


LUNDHE, lL. C., merchant tailor and dealer in gents fur- 
nishing goods, hats, caps, ete, Lake City Bank block, Lyon 
avenue, commenced business. here in 1888. He has followed 
tailoring business about 27 years, having first learned the 
trade in Norway, his native country. He came to America 
in 1880 and was located at La Crosse previous to coming 
here. He has given employment to an average of seven per- 
sons during the past eight or nine years. His suits are 
first-class, always stylish in cut and fit, and he has built up a 
profitable business. 


LUTZ, L. S., contractor and builder, was born at Wa- 
basha, April 19, 1857, and came with his parents to Lake 
City April 19, 1864. He learned the mason’s trade with his 
father, the late W. B. Lutz, beginning in 1873. In 1883 he 
went into partnership with his father. Among the buildings 
which he assisted in building may be mentioned the Court 
House and poor house at Wabasha, the Lake City Bank build- 
ing, the Catholic church and most of the brick buildings in 
this city. He is a democrat in politics, and has served as 


chairman of the county committee. Was married in Decem- 
ber, 1883, to Miss Clara Johnston. 
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LUTZ, THOMAS, was born at Ebensburg, Cambria county, 
Pa., July 8. 1854, went with his parents to Wabasha in 1856, 
and in 1864 came to Lake City, where he has since resided.

The cold 
storage business was added two years ago, the packing house 
being located two miles south of the city. Miss Nellie Mabey, 
bookkeeper, has been connected with the firm in that position 
the past four years. 

MANNING, E. J., in J. Manning’s real estate and loan 
office, was born in Pepin, Wis., and came with his parents to 
Lake City in 1868. After graduating from the high school of 
this city he entered the office in 1885. He is one of the 
bright and active young business men of the city, a member of 
the Masonie orders, and is past master and past commander. 

MANNING, J., real estate and loans, corner Lyon avenue 
and Washington street, was born in Middlesex county, Mass., 
came west in 1856, locating at Pepin, Wis., where he resided 
until 1868, when he came to this city. He is the pioneer real 
estate and loan man of this section, and is doing a very large 
business. He served as chairman of the town board in 1869, 
and was a member of the first city council in 1872. He is 
also an active member of the Congregational church and has 
been trustee and deacon. 

MAUD C is u steam yacht pleasure craft, which was built 
last season. She plys between this city and all points on the 
lake, and is at the disposal of pleasure parties. She is li- 
censed to carry sixteen passengers. 

McCORMICK, J. R., livery, feed and sale stable, and bus 
and baggage line, was born in the town of Mt. Pleasant and 
resided upon the farm until 1894, when he came to this city 
and began dealing in horses. In March of this year he pur- 
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chased the livery stable of I.-S. Richardson, and is conducting 
a first-class barn. 

McCRODEN, JAMES, horse-shoeing, Washington street, 
was born in South Boston, Mass., and raised in New York 
state. He came to Lake City in the spring of 1867, and has 
been in business here since then, except during a period of five 
years from 1888 to 1893, when he was located in St. Paul. His 
present shop is a neat brick building, and was completed in 
May, 1896. 

McDONALD, DAN, blacksmith and horeshoer, Washing- 
ton street, was born in Glasgow, Scotland. Came to America 
and went to St. Paul in 1850, locating at this place in 1872. 
During the war he served in the 60th Ill. Vol. Inf., being mus- 
tered a second lieutenant, after mixing in some pretty hot 
fighting. 

McLEAN, J. B. & CO., groceries, crockery, china, lamps 
and glassware, corner Main and Center streets, has been in 
business since January, 1895... Mr. McLean was born in 
Trance, while his parents were there on a visit in 1841, his 
parents’ home being in Cincinnati, where he grew to early 
manhood. In 1866 he went to Frontenac with his parents, 
remaining there until 1880, when he came here and opened a 
real estate and brokerage business, which he continued until 
1895. He is a trustee in the Congregational chureh and has 
been Sunday school superintendent. He is also a member of 
the Masonie orders and has filled several offices therein. 

McMICHAKL, T. & SON, buyers and shippers of grain, 
have a large elevator and warehouse on Lyon avenue, oppo- 
site the depot, a picture of which is shown elsewhere. This 
is a branch of an extensive grain business, carried on by the 
firm, whose headquarters and cleaning warehouse are at Mc- 
Gregor, Iowa. They have elevators along the C., M. & St. P. 
railway in Iowa, Minnesota and Dakota, and have been in 
business about 35 years. The business here was started when 
the railway was built, and for the past three years has been 
in charge of T. McMichael, Jr., a capable young business man 
who has grown up in the grain business and has been buying 
for the firm during the past ten years. ‘They pay the highest 
market prices and handle all kinds of grain and seeds. 
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McMILLIN, W. H., was born in Gallia county, Ohio, Sept. 
30, 1839, and came to this place in 1859. In 1861 he enlisted 
in Company B, 138th Ill. Vol. Inf., serving three years and 
three months. He was engaged in the barber business here 
21 years, retiring in 1895. Has served several terms as con- 
stable, and is now deputy game warden. He is also senior 
vice commander of the local post G. A. R., and past master in 
the AS Ow Ue We 


McNEVIN, ARCHIE, blacksmith, horseshoer and repair- 
ing, corner Washington and Chestnut sts., was born in Canada 
in 1860; came to Lake City 1876, in the fall, and began learn- 
ing the business. In 1888 he began business on his own ac- 
count. 


McROSTIE, W. M., granite and marble works, Washing- 
ton streets, was born in St. Lawrence county, N. Y., Oct. 21, 
1857, and came to Lake City in 1882. He has established an 
enviable reputation in his business for the beautiful designs 
and superior workmanship which are turned out from his 
hands. He personally supervises all work, and his product 
goes to many points in Minnesota, Iowa and Wisconsin. He 
is now serving his second term in the city council, is a Mason 
of high degree, taking a deep interest in the work, and has 
filled nearly all the offices in those orders.

Asa Montgomery, 
deputy postmaster, is an energetic young republican and has 
many friends, by whom he is favorably spoken of as a possi- 
ble successor to the office of postmaster.

RAHILLY, Hon. P. H., was born near the city of Limerick, 
Ireland, March 8, 1834, remained on his father’s farm until 
10 years of age; then attended school at Limerick until 16 
years of age and received a classic education, when his 
parents emigrated to this country and settled at Susquehanna 
county, Pa. At 18 years of age Mr. Rahilly left home to make 
his own way, spent two years in Cayuga county, N. Y., and 
then came west, to Rochester, where he managed a large farm 
and a bank. In 1860 he located on a quarter section of land 
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in the town of Mt. Pleasant, with ,very little capital, but with 
an abundance of energy and ability, and has steadily added to 
his first holding, until he now owns 1,200 acres of as fine land 
as there is in the county, and which is well improved and well 
tilled.

In 1828 was married to Miss Jane F. Cam- 
eron, and fron) 1835 to 1840 clerked on steamboats on the Ohio 
river; in 1841 went to Burlington, Iowa, and engaged in flour 
milling. In 1850 went to California overland, being three 
months on the trip, returning the next.spring, he sold his busi- 
ness and removed to St. Paul, where he resided six years and 
then came here and helped plat the town; he was interested 
in this as well as many other town sites in this part of the 
state.

tates the spreading of alarms and thus aids in preventing 
serious conftlagrations.
